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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Newly amended independent claims 1,15, and 1 7 require further consideration and/or search. For example, in 
claim 1, the limitation "upon automatically taking part in a conference by clicking once" has been removed, and added to the preamble that 
does not carry patentable weight. Further, "remaining conferee peers" are replaced by the "conference host peer", and the limitation 
regarding construction of the distribution route has been removed. Independent claims 15 and 17 have undergone similar modifications, 
materially changing the scope of these claims. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: On page 9 of the Remarks, the Applicant argues 
that the construction of a distribution route is a distiguishing feature of the instant application over the cited prior art, yet removes this 
limitation from the claims. It was suggested to the Applicant to rewrite the dependent claim 18 in independent form, making it alowable. 
However, claim 18 remains a sdependent from claim 1. Therefore, the Office respectfully maintains the finality of the rejection of all 
pending claims of the instant application. . 
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
